2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The invention is a breathing assistance apparatus including a humidifier and a heated conduit, the humidifier 
including a controller that determines flow rate, temperature and humidity of gases and then required power 
input to the humidifier to deliver gases to the patient at required patient humidity and flow, the inventive feature 
being sensing the hxmiidity of the gas before entering the humidifier.
